bs MOST “PROSPEROUS PEO- 
| PLE IN CANADA

E. L. Richardson, secretary of the 
Alberta Live Stock Associations, has 
just issued a circular ‘in connection 
with the Spring Live Stock shows 
and sales, which will be held in’ Cal- 
gary on April 8to12. At the  con- 
clusion of the circular he gives ‘the 
following pointers, which skould he 
considered and acted upon by every 
farmer in the province. 
| It is regsonable to suppose that the 
demand for heavy. horses in Western 
Carada will be good, and prices Te-- 
' munerative for Many years to come. 
| Before killinz any more calyes or, 
selling calves for slaughter, consider 
the following facts: : 
| The number of calves slaughtered in 
‘the United Stateg in the last decade 
has increased by 100 p.c. In 1911 
there were 8,000,000 calves slaughter- 
ledat an average of 70lbs. If they 
had been allowed to live one year 
they would have averaged 60(ibs., oF 
a grand total of 4,800,000,000 lbs of 
beef instead of only 560,000,000 lbs. 
According to a conservative estimate 
these 4,000,000,000 extra pounds of 
‘eats would furnish a city of 
: 350,000 population with its total meat’ 
supply for over 50 years. In South 
: America this danger has been recog-- 
nized and laws. are in force provid- 
ing a Savere penalty for the slaughter 
of heifers or cows under six years 
of age. One can scarcely conceive the 
tremendous increase which would _ be 
eflected in Alberta if the breeders pre 
vented tie slaughter of calves, Think 
over the calamity ofa province iike 
Alberta permittiry New Zealand but- 
ter to be sold in large quantities 
in Toronto; then don’t kill the cal- 
ves, 

lt is a positive fact that on the 
average farm from 50 to 100 sheep will 
produce the largest returns, for the 
food consumed, ‘of any living: animal. 
About the only thing missing will 
be the weeds and rough feed, which 
would probably not be utilized other 
wise. Yet we continue to make large 
importations from far-distant coun-- 
tries to supply our table with mut 
ton.
